ARTICLE  1. — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finanee  Com- 
mittee, or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  2. — To  act  on  the  reports  of  the  town  officers. 

ARTICLE  3. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  the  current  financial 
year,  and  to  issue  a note,  or  notes,  therefor,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  act 
thereon.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  continues  to  be  in  good  financial  condition  at 
the  present  time.  The  outstanding  debts  are  on  the  new  Fire 
Station  in  Myricks,  the  Fire  Station  at  Berkley  Common,  and 
the  School  Heating  System. 

During  1957  approximately  fifteen  hundred  feet  of  road 
was  constructed  and  oiled  along  with  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  on  Bryant  Street.  The  final  section  on  Myricks  Street 
(Rte.  79)  was  widened  and  oiled  to  better  serve  the  ever 
increasing  trafiic.  Also  on  Bay  View  Avenue  a blind  curve 
was  eliminated  by  widening  and  back  sloping. 

The  completion  of  work  at  the  Town  Dump  site  eases  the 
burden  of  maintenance  and  gives  that  area  a better  appear- 
ance. 

In  1957,  unemployment  and  State  approved  increases  to 
some  of  the  welfare  budgets  necessitated  the  transfer  of  addi- 
tional funds  to  meet  the  costs  of  operating  the  various  welfare 
categories. 

The  1958  Welfare  Budget  calls  for  increases  in  the  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Disability,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  Ac- 
counts, the  General  Relief,  and  Veterans’  Services  Accounts. 

We  recommend  that  a sum  of  $2,000.00  be  made  avail- 
able to  continue  the  construction  of  Bryant  Street. 

A sum  of  $800.00  as  Berkley’s  share  is  recommended  for 
necessary  maintenance  work  on  the  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge 
abutments  and  piers.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  esti- 
mates the  total  cost  of  this  project  at  $8,000.00. 

We  approve  a sum  of  $1,800.00  to  Chapter  90  Road  Main- 
tenance Account  to  do  widening  and  reconstructing  of  Porter 
Street  beginning  at  Pine  Street  to  South  Main  Street. 

The  voters  will  be  asked  to  transfer  a sum  of  $2,500.00 
which  has  been  made  available  under  Chaper  718  to  the  Town 
for  the  North  Main  Street  Project.  This  project  is  slated  for 
1959  when  the  final  Chapter  718  money  is  made  available  to 
the  town.

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SUMMARY  OF  STATE  AUDIT  REPORT 

Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Director  of  Accounts 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation 
State  House,  Boston 

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for 
the  period  from  November  25,  1956,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  March  25,  1957,  preparatory  to  the  transfer  of 
the  books  and  accounts,  and  of  the  cash,  savings  deposits,  and 
securities  to  the  newly  elected  treasurer,  the  following  report 
being  submitted  thereon : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills 
for  collection  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  com- 
parison with  the  reports  and  records  of  the  accounting  officer. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriations 
and  transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of 
town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee, 
and  a balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  March  25,  1957,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to 
this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed 
and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  dis- 
bursement of  town  funds.  The  cash  book  additions  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  cash  balance  on  March  25,  1957  was  proved  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a statement  received  from  the 
depository. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income 
was  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  checked  with 
the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  during  the 
period  of  the  audit  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments 
to  the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous 
examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were 
audited  and  proved  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collec- 
tion. The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared  with 
the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
examined.  The  charges  were  added  and  compared  with  the 
accounting  officer’s  books,  the  recorded  collections  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies 
received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  selectmen,  the  town  clerk,  and 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills 
for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  receipts. 

The  surety  bonds  filed  by  the  town  officials  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise  and 
departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  town  officials  while 
engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  members  wish  to  thank  the  Library 
Committee  for  allowing  us  to  use  their  facilities  temporarily. 
All  boards  and  agencies  of  the  Town  except  one  have  co- 
operated effectively  with  us  during  the  year.  We  wish  to 
thank  the  co-operating  members  for  their  help. 

Request  from  landowners  to  divide  twelve  parcels  of  land 
was  received.  All  but  one  division  were  signed  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  members  as  not  requiring  planning  board  approval 
under  the  sub-division  Control  Law,  and  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  was  so  notified  in  each  case.  One  sub-division  of  land 
off  Bay  View  Avenue  was  granted  for  the  odd  numbered  lots 
for  Bristol  County  Associated  Engineers  Incorporated  and  so 
recorded. 

Inquiries  were  received  and  answered  from  many  out-of- 
state  people  concerning  Berkley.  Recent  inquiry  has  been 
made  by  one  party  wishing  to  establish  an  animal  farm  in 
our  Town. 

The  new  road  to  Dighton  Rock  State  Park  has  been  built 
and  the  Board  urges  the  support  of  every  one  for  this  park 
as  it  contains  vast  reaching  possibilities  of  great  economic 
value  to  our  Town.  The  Board  has  been  supporting  the 
Governor  and  all  State  Officials  in  their  efforts  to  extend  this 
improvement.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the 
effort  and  expense  expended  by  Mrs.  Joseph  Bonvie  in  behalf 
of  this  National  Shrine. 
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Urgently  we  plead  with  the  townspeople  to  contemplate 
on  the  pressing  need  for  better  educational  facilities  for  our 
children  by  supporting  the  School  Committee  in  their  work 
and  any  other  school  advance  program. 

The  Board  continues  in  its  stated  policy  of  strict  control 
and  prevention  of  re-location  or  extension  of  “junk  yards” 
within  the  Town  limits.  We  feel  that  it  would  be  a wise 
move  for  the  Town  not  to  issue  any  new  permits  for  any  new 
yards  in  any  new  location  even  if  any  of  the  present  proprietors 
should  decide  not  to  renew  their  licenses. 

We  call  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  that  all  Planning 
Board  Meetings  and  Minutes  thereof  are  open  to  the  General 
Public. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce  Officials 
held  one  meeting  this  year  in  Berkley  on  an  open  forum  basis 
to  further  the  understanding  of  the  people  of  Berkley  on  the 
subject  of  Regional  Planning.  Mrs.  Effie  Robbins  completed 
a ten  week  course  in  Planning  sponsored  by  and  paid  for  by 
the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Board  and 
she  has  been  active  on  the  “Steering  Committee”  of  the 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  Economic  Conference.  Berkley 
is  in  line  to  receive  benefits  from  Regional  Planning  Expendi- 
tures. Judge  Gordon  Owens  has  contributed  valuable  assist- 
ance to  us  often  this  year.  More  work  should  be  done  and 
closer  co-operation  should  be  given  by  Berkley  in  the  Regional 
Planning  Field. 

Other  projects  worked  on  by  the  Berkley  Planning  Board 
during  1957  include  sewerage  control,  river  improvement,  and 
base  map  studies.  We  are  working  for  the  cleaning  and 
improving  of  the  River  to  foster  Summer  recreational  facilities 
and  hope  to  see  extensive  boating  in  Berkley  soon.  We  ask 
for  support  of  each  citizen  for  our  program  to  obtain  Govern- 
ment aid  in  starting  some  studies  in  the  Town  this  year.

In  1957  over  $86,000  went  through  the  eolleetor’s  office,  a 
gain  of  $4,000  over  1956.  I again  reeommend  that  the  town 
eonsider  offiee  faeilities  for  the  eonvenience  of  its  taxpayers.

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  1957: 

During  tlie  year  of  1957  there  were  a total  of  57  fire  calls 
answered  by  the  Fire  Department,  twelve  (12)  of  these  calls 
were  for  help  by  neighboring  towns  and  three  (3)  were  false 
alarms. 

The  Fire  extinguishers  in  the  school  and  library  were 
inspected  during  the  past  year. 

The  past  fall  a 3,000  gallon  tank  trailer  was  purchased 
from  the  Collins  Transportation  Company  of  Taunton,  this  tank 
is  to  be  used  as  a water  tank  for  house  fires  and  serious  woods 
fires  and  is  expected  to  be  located  in  the  Myricks  district.  Cal’s 
Motor  Transportation  Company  volunteered  as  a service  to  the 
town  to  transport  the  tank  to  the  scene  of  fire  in  emergency. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of 
the  town  for  their  prompt  action  and  cooperation  with  the  fire 
department;  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  and  all  others 
who  have  cooperated  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  COMMITTEE 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1956  it  was  voted 
for  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a committee  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Berkley  Fire  Department  in  the  Myricks  Section  of 
Berkley.  This  committee  was  appointed  and  we  contacted 
Mr.  Carlton  Manter,  the  architect,  on  the  Berkley  Fire  Station 
to  see  what  he  would  recommend  for  a Station  and  give  us 
an  estimate  what  he  thought  it  would  cost  to  build  a Station. 
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He  recommended  a similar  construction  as  the  Berkley 
Station  only  on  a smaller  scale  with  one  door,  a building  18x40 
at  an  estimate  of  $10.00  per  sq.  ft.  which  would  be  $7,200.00. 
So  the  committee  recommended  $8,000.00  for  the  construction 
of  a s^-ation  in  Myricks. 

Mr.  Frank  Galligan  of  the  Farrar  Co.,  makers  of  the  truck 
at  Berkley,  was  contacted  to  see  what  information  we  could 
get  on  a truck. 

Mr.  Galligan  stated  that  we  would  have  to  go  to  750  Ford 
or  equivalent  as  the  truck  at  Berkley,  which  is  a 600  Ford  is 
loaded  to  capacity,  as  the  underwriters  would  not  pass  a new 
truck  so  heavily  loaded,  so  he  estimated  a 750  Ford  or  equiva- 
lent would  cost  $11,800.00  for  the  minimum,  so  the  committee 
recommended  $12,500.00  for  the  purchase  of  a new  truck. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  11,  1957,  the  pre- 
ceding report  was  given  and  $8,000.00  was  voted  for  the 
station  and  $12,500.00  was  voted  for  the  truck. 

After  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  11,  1957,  there 
was  a new  committee  appointed  with  two  new  members, 
George  W.  Stetson  and  Richard  A.  Perry,  replacing  two  mem- 
bers of  the  past  committee. 

The  specifications  on  the  truck  were  completed  and  we 
advertised  for  bids  on  the  truck  and  the  following  bids  were 
received.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No-School  information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no-school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  and  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  judgment  about 
sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that 
school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils 
is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time 
to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those 
living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled 
to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report.  Ineorporated 
herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee,  the 
School  Nurse,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  a report  of  the 
Dentist. 

Personnel 

Two  of  our  teachers  left  us  last  summer  to  go  to  other 
positions.  Mrs.  Grace  Brady  accepted  a teaching  position  in 
Taunton  and  Mr.  Harold  Hall  went  to  work  in  a hospital  in 
New  York. 

Miss  Irene  Pillsbury  who  had  taught  in  New  Jersey  and 
for  several  years  ran  her  own  school,  was  hired  to  teach  grade 
four.  Mr.  Matthew  Doherty  was  hired  to  teach  grade  seven. 

Finances 

Over  fifty  percent  of  the  increase  in  the  budget  for  next 
year  is  due  to  tuition.  Effective  in  January  the  tuition  for  pupils 
attending  Dighton  High  School  is  $340.00  which  is  the  actual 
cost  per  pupil.  The  tuition  for  those  pupils  attending  Dighton 
Vocational  School  is  $265.00. 

Increased  salaries  represent  the  next  major  increase  in 
the  budget.  The  fact  that  the  State  Legislature  raised  the  mini- 
mum salary  for  a teacher  from  $3,000.00  to  $3,300.00  caused 
our  salaries  to  be  increased  accordingly. 

In  the  event  that  Freetown  leaves  Union  No.  38,  the 
increase  in  cost  of  administration  will  be  about  $1,500.00  per 
year.  Freetown  has  asked  permission  to  leave  so  that  they 
may  join  with  Lakeville  as  the  two  towns  are  working  on  a 
regional  high  school.  This  move  is  now  awaiting  approval  by 
the  Commissioner  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Other  increases  are  in  books  and  supplies  which  are  due 
to  the  increased  prices  of  these  materials.  Book  and  paper  costs 
have  increased  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  percent. 

School  Program 

Our  faculty  under  Mr.  Lamoureux's  direction  has  been 
working  on  the  curriculum.  Through  our  testing  programs  we 
have  found  weaknesses.  By  study  of  good  programs  in  other 
towns  and  by  study  of  guides  put  out  by  book  companies  and 
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the  Department  of  Education,  we  hope  to  erase  these  weak- 
nesses. We  have  also  been  offered  free  of  charge  help  from 
consultants  in  the  fields  of  English  and  reading. 

Mr.  Roland  Horne  our  instrumental  music  supervisor  left 
and  he  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Charles  Lincoln.  Mr.  Lincoln  is 
carrying  on  the  same  program  started  by  Mr.  Home. 

In  general  we  are  striving  to  give  our  pupils  the  best 
program  possible  with  the  facilities  available. 

Building 

The  outside  of  the  building  was  repointed  and  water- 
proofed last  summer.  Two  of  the  classrooms  were  redecorated 
and  the  usual  cleaning  and  polishing  of  floors  was  completed. 

There  is  still  much  work  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  repairs 
and  painting.  This  work  will  be  continued  this  year  in  an 
effort  to  make  the  school  a pleasing  place  for  pupils  to 
work  in. 

Mr.  Fournier  and  Mr.  Wade  have  worked  hard  to  keep 
the  school  in  good  repair. 

Conclusion 

I want  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the  teachers,  the 
parents  for  their  cooperation  this  year.

Herein  is  submitted  my  fifth  annual  report, 
as  well  as  the  beginning  of  departments  1 work  in  the  upper 
three  grades,  was  our  major  area  of  progress  during  the  1956- 
1957  school  year.  Our  achievement  tests  of  May,  1957  show 
certain  subject  and  grade  improvements  which  may  be 
attributed  to  these  changes. 

The  acquisition  of  a new  set  of  seventh  grade  science 
texts  completed  our  sets  of  books  from  grades  four  through 
eight.  We  expect  much  progress  in  the  science  area  since  we 
have  this  basic  series  with  which  to  work. 

Certain  aspects  of  the  aims  involved  in  our  general  educa^ 
tional  program  should  be  made  clear  to  all  parents.  It  is 
imperative  that  students  realize  the  importance  of  their  ele- 
mentary school  education  and  that  they  take  advantage  of 
every  learning  situation  which  is  offered  to  them.  This  impor- 
tance should  be  stressed  to  students  by  parents.  Moreover, 
certain  qualities  of  a good  student  should  be  emphasized  to 
students.  These  include  attentiveness,  self-discipline,  respect 
for  property,  good  manners  and  general  good  behavior.  The 
importance  of  home  study,  especially  in  grades  five  through 
eight,  should  be  realized  by  the  student.  A formal  program  of 
home  study,  initiated  this  year  in  the  aforementioned  grades, 
should  be  seriously  carried  out  by  each  student.  The  rewards 
are  inevitable. 

Parents  should  feel  free  to  visit  our  school  whenever  they 
think  that  their  children  will  benefit  from  such  a visit.  A good 
home-school  relationship  is  necessar"\  in  order  to  achieve  our 
goals.

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I submit  the  following  report  for  1957: 

Because  I visit  the  school  only  on  Thursday  mornings, 
I find  that  there  is  only  time  to  observe  grades  one  through 
six.  “Uncertain  singers”  or  those  students  that  cannot  match 
a tone  in  the  first,  second,  and  third  grades  are  helped  indi- 
vidually. Each  week  I hear  one  song  sung  with  words.  This 
is  a requirement  of  all  grades.  Fifth  and  sixth  graders  sing 
two-part  songs  although  unison  songs  are  not  forgotten. 
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Rhythmic  drills,  some  theoretical  problems,  and  note- 
reading is  presented  daily  in  each  grade  with  the  exception  of 
the  first  grade.  The  musical  scale  has  just  been  taught,  there- 
fore; fundamental  training  for  the  first  grade  will  be  presented 
later  in  the  year. 

Rote  songs  are  taught  only  in  the  first  three  grades.  Before 
moving  to  fourth  grade,  third  graders  have  practice  in  accom- 
plishing songs  sung  with  words  through  note-reading  first. 
I believe  that  learning  solely  through  rote  teaching  serves 
only  as  a “crutch.” 

I would  like  to  thank  the  teaching  staff  for  giving  me  their 
support  and  cooperation  in  promc  ting  the  music  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  town  of 
Berkley,  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

Except  for  the  epidemic  of  flu  and  the  virus  infections  in 
October,  the  pupils  have  been  well  and  attendance  has  been 
good  during  the  year. 

Two  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  Clinics  were  held  in  November. 
Booster  doses  and  first  and  second  shots  were  given.  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  program  324  have 
completed  the  treatment. 

The  Diphtheria  Preventive  Clinic  was  held  in  the  spring. 
Fifty-four  children  attended  the  clinic.  Forty  were  booster 
doses  and  fourteen  children  had  the  series  of  three  injections. 

The  Mass  Vision  Test  and  the  Group  Audiometer  Test 
was  given  to  all  pupils.  Parents  were  notified  of  failures.  Most 
of  the  pupils  who  failed  have  had  corrective  treatment  or  are 
planning  treatment  soon. 
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Pupils  are  taken  to  Dr.  I.  Helfand’s  office  for  dental  care. 
This  clinic  has  proven  its  worth.  Children  with  urgent  work 
to  be  done  are  taken  care  of  promptly.  Dr.  Helfand’s  report 
gives  a record  of  the  number  of  children  treated. 

The  annual  health  appraisal  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Allan 
Poole.  Pupils  in  the  first,  third,  fifth  and  seventh  grades  were 
examined  and  notices  sent  home  when  necessary.  Dr.  Poole 
feels  the  children  in  the  Berkley  School  are  happy  and  fairly 
well  adjusted. 

My  regular  days  in  the  school  are  Monday  and  Thursday 
morning.  Pupils  come  to  the  office  with  health  questions  and 
I enjoy  talking  with  them  and  encourage-the  practice. 

In  conclusion  I want  to  thank  Mr.  Lamoureux  and  the 
teachers  for  their  help  and  interest  in  the  school  health.
